Claim 4: (Currently Amended) An interior decorating article comprising: 
an interior wall; 

a recess in the said interior wall; 

a cabinet having an open forward portion, the said cabinet being dimensioned for 
containment within the said recess in the said wall and for storing audio video equipment; 
a decorative wall cover assembly disposed directly in front of the said open forward 
portion of fee said cabinet and dimensioned to provide concealment of said cabinet, said 
decorative wall cover assembly comprising an unfinished and a finished side, th e wall 
cov e ring finish e d oid e compris e s a framed pictur e or mirror; said finished side comprises 
a mirror, said finished and unfinished side being shaped with a semi-circular upper 
portion and a rectangular lower portion, said unfinished side comprises a plurality of 
support beams, wherein said support beams includes an upper beam being fastened to 
said unfinished side in a horizontal direction at the base of said semi-circular portion, and 
a lower beam being fastened to said unfinished side in a parallel direction to the upper 
beam at the base of said rectangular portion, said decorative wall cover assembly further 
includes a pair of load carrying slides, wherein one of the two slides being adapted to be 
mounted on said upper support beam, and the other of two slides being adapted to be 
mounted on said lower support beam, said slides being oriented parallel to said beams, 
said beams disposed between said unfinished side and said load carrying slides; 

a plurality of t e l e scoping slid e ass e mbli e s comprising int e rconn e ct e d load carrying, 
int e rm e diat e , and stationary slid e s movabl e r e lativ e to on e anoth e r to e xt e nd and r e tract 
th e load carrying and int e rmediat e slid e s r e lativ e to th e stationary slid e b e tw ee n fully 
e xt e nd e d and r e tract e d positions; and a plurality of telescoping slide assemblies, wherein 
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each assembly comprises a permanently coupled stationary slide and intermediate slide, 
and a load carrying slide adapted to be repeatedly disconnected from said assembly and 
repeatedly connected to said assembly, said load carrying, intermediate, and stationary 
slides movable relative to one another between fully extended and retracted positions, 
said coupled intermediate and stationary slides adapted to be mounted on said wall in a 
centered location above and below said open forward portion of said cabinet; 

a means to fast e n the stationary slid e to th e wall and spac e d apart by a distanc e ad e quat e 
for conc e alment of th e op e n forward portion of th e cabin e t, said stationary slid e s c e nt e r e d 
abov e and b e low r e lativ e to th e op e n forward portion of th e cabin e t, said stationary slid e s 
ar e lev e l e d, on e to th e oth e r. 

said coupled intermediate and stationary slides being separated the same vertical distance 
as said load carrying slides configured to said decorative wall cover assembly; 

a r e leas e latch on th e load carrying slid e with a m e ans to provid e cl e aranc e b e tw ee n 
normally abutting fac e s on th e n e st e d load carrying slid e s and int e rm e diat e slid e s so that 
th e load carrying slid e s and int e rm e diat e slid e s ar e s e parat e d compl e t e ly, said load 
carrying slide further comprising a release latch component, wherein said release latch 
component being adapted to repeatedly disengage said load carrying slides configured to 
said decorative wall cover assembly from coupled intermediate and stationary slides; and 

th e wall cov e r unfinish e d sid e compris e s a plurality of support b e ams with a m e ans to 
fast e n horizontally and sandwich b e tw ee n said wall cover unfinish e d sid e and said load 
carrying sid e s, said load carrying slid e s dimension e d to e ngag e th e stationary slid e s; and 

th e load carrying slid e s and int e rm e diat e slid e s may b e r e p e at e dly s e parat e d th e n nest e d 
with a m e ans to e ngag e said abutting fac e s and by pushing th e slid e m e mbers towards a 
fully r e tracted position, urg e s th e slid e memb e rs to continu e th e ir trav e l and b e 
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compl e t e ly n e st e d, on e in th e oth e r, said load carrying slides configured to said 
decorative wall cover assembly and intermediate slides are repeatedly connected by 
repeatedly engaging said load carrying slides and coupled intermediate and stationary 
slides and by repeatedly urging said load carrying slides to continue their horizontal 
travel towards a fully retracted position.
